An additional sadness is added to 
the catastrophe owing to the factthat 
a> number off ishermen who were con- 
ducting rescuing operations were 
drowned in consequence of the over- 
turning of & boat. 

The captain of-the Sirio before he 
killed himself attributed thle wreck to 
his own imprudence. The Sirio left 
! Gefioa August 2. All the ship's books 
were lost. It is impossible at the! 
present time to ascertain the full ex- 
tent of the disaster. Nine-tenths of 
thé passengers were Italians and the 
remainder Spaniards. The inhabitants 
at once provided them with clothing 
nurishment. Thirty were landed 
at Hormigas island, about one mile 
from the scene of the tragedy. Fish- | 
ermen brought in the news “of the 
foundering of the Sirio, and it created 
; consternation here. Boat loada of the 
shipwrecked passengers and crew be- 
gan to reach shore shortly after the 
news became known. 

Passengers confirm the fearful na- 
ture of the calamity. From the broken 
wrratives of the terror stfricken sur- 
vivors it would appear that it was the 
intention of the captain of the Sirito 
after leaving Barcelona to call at 
Cadiz before proceeding to Brazil. The 
captain, in order to shorten the route | 
ard to gain time, purposed to pass aa| 
iciose as possible to the pL nasil 
rock yledge surrounding the Hormi- 
ges isjands. Without any ee ce 
and while running at full speed 
S}io crashed upon the rocks with ‘i 
rie force. A few minutes later the 
stern of the cvessel sank beneath the | 
waves. 

The passengers were in a state of 
horroe and terrific panic. Crowds 
rushed forward, pushing each other 
and fightingf or places in the boats. 
Many fell and were trampled to death. 

Dozens of men and women threw 
themselves into the sea. A young 
mother who was carrying her baby 
was advised to abandon the child and 
to save herself. This she refused to 
do; declaring she preferred that they 
dié together. Both were eventually 
picxed up alive from the water. In 
the midst of this panic the captain and 
| officers of the Sirio endeavored to re- 
strain the people. This was not ac- 
complished, for the vessel suddenly 
either broke loose or glided off the 
rots and foundeeed ir deep water. 
The captain purposely sank with his 
ship. |
